Family’s moving tribute after Adam, nine, loses battle with cancer 



A father who fought tirelessly to get the 
best possible treatment for his son has 
paid a deeply moving tribute to his “won¬ 
derful, beautiful, funny, loving little boy”. 

Adam Bird, nine, died last Thursday 
morning despite receiving pioneering 
treatment to treat a rare and aggressive 
childhood cancer called neuroblastoma 
which was diagnosed in July 2009. 

His family launched Adam’s Appeal and 
the public generously donated £400,000 to 
fund immunotherapy treatment abroad 
because it was not available in the UK. 

Dad Nick Bird, from Epsom, who 
thanked the Epsom community for all its 
support over the past few years, said: “I 
will always remember Adam for what he 
was - a little boy - our wonderful, beauti¬ 
ful, funny, loving little boy. 

“He wasn’t a fighter, or a warrior, or a 
hero, he was just a little boy who had a 
vile, cruel, and ultimately deadly, disease. 
That said, he never let his cancer define 
him.” 

After Adam completed treatment in Ger¬ 
many just a single “suspicious” lymph 
node remained. But chemotherapy at the 
Royal Marsden failed to halt the spread of 
the disease and Adam went to Michigan 
for pioneering treatment. 

But by April it was clear that this too had 
failed and Adam returned home and was 
placed on end-of-life care, spending his re- 
maing months without distress and free of 
pain. 

Mr Bird said: “He never once

contemplated the fact he was dying, it 
never even entered his head. 

“Right up until the day he died he always 
believed there would be better days ahead. 
Believed, not hoped. 

“At times that can be tough for you to 
hear as a parent when you know how 
things are going to turn out, but now he’s 
gone I am so glad he lived every single day 
with a positive outlook.” 

Adam was “notionally at least” a pupil of 
year 4 at Wallace Fields Junior School, 
after he had cancer diagnosed while at 
Wallace Fields Infant School in Ewell. 

Just over a week before he died his fami¬ 
ly took Adam to a school celebration 
evening where he spent an hour on a spe¬ 
cially arranged sweet tombola, a memory 
his parents said they would cherish forever.

More than 100 jars of sweets were donat¬ 
ed in the space of 48 hours after his fa¬ 
ther’s blog post revealed Adam was 
disappointed the tombola had finished by 
the time they arrived at the school’s sum¬ 
mer fete. 

Mr Bird said: “That the school communi¬ 
ty got together and did that just to put a 
smile on our little boy’s face was a wonder¬ 
ful gesture. 

“It doesn’t make things any better, noth¬ 
ing can. But knowing how people respond¬ 
ed to becoming aware of Adam’s illness 



will always bring us comfort. It’s some¬ 
thing we will look back upon with fond¬ 
ness and gratitude.” 

His father warned that if Epsom Hospital 
loses its children’s wards as recommended 
by the Better Services Better Value (BSBV) 
it will increase the stress and strain on 
parents whose children have cancer. 

Mr Bird said: “I’d like to make a special 
mention of the nurses at Epsom General 
Hospital and the care than Adam received 
at home by the team of community nurses 
that are based there. 

“They have always put Adam first, and 
without their dedication our lives would 
have been made even more difficult. 

”1 would like to place on record our 
thanks to local media organisations, and 
the Epsom Guardian in particular, who 
have always been friends and supporters of 
Adam, and Adam’s Appeal. 

“There were times during our journey 
when your involvement most definitely 
made a difference to what we were trying 
to achieve.” 

The remaining money in the Adam’s Ap¬ 
peal fund will be given to NCCA UK (Neu¬ 
roblastoma Children’s Cancer Alliance) to 
help fund the treatment of children 
abroad.

Irate: Gardeners are 
against plans to build 
on the allotments 



Allotment holders gathered in 
the blazing sunshine on Monday 
to voice fierce opposition to 
plans to build on their site that 
threaten their way of life and 
community. 

Campaigners, who have sub¬ 
mitted a petition with more than 
2,750 signatures to save the Bar¬ 
nett Wood Lane allotments, will 
speak at a council meeting next 
Tuesday, July 23, where council¬ 
lors will discuss the preferred 
development plan for the first 
time behind closed doors. 

On July 30, Mole Valley Coun¬ 
cil’s executive will decide 
whether to approve the plan, for 
the 9.5-acre and adjoining 22.7 
acres of land owned by Merton 
College, Oxford, by the Leather- 
head bypass. 

Five developers submitted pro¬ 
posals, with three going through 
to the next stage. This month 
those options have been assessed 
by council officers and the col¬ 
lege who have chosen the one 
they believe offers the two 
landowners “best consideration”. 

Joanna Vinall, 42, who has had an 
allotment at the site for 16 
months, said: “There’s a big de¬ 
mand for allotments and they have 
all got long waiting lists. I was really 
lucky to get one here.” 

But Ms Vinall said she would not 
have accepted a place at the 
proposed relocation site. 

She said: “It’s too far away and 
remote. I’m always here on my own 
and just walk down in the evening. 
Even if I had a garden I would prefer 
to have an allotment because peo¬ 
ple are always around who can give 
you advice.”

All details of the preferred pro¬ 
posal remain a closely guarded 
secret. The land is not designated 
for development and alterations 
to the road network could be 
needed if the cash-strapped 
council sells it off to help pay for 
services. There has been specula¬ 
tion that it could become any¬ 
thing from a retail village to a 
supermarket and housing. 

Councillors have the power to 
reject the preferred option unless 
it enhances neighbouring towns 
and the surrounding district. 

Campaigner John Weller, who 
gathered with 10 gardeners at the 
allotments on Monday, said the 
proposed relocation site was 
downwind of the M25, hard to 
reach, clay ridden and partly a 
floodplain. 

Mr Weller said: “We are going 
to get noise, pollution and securi¬ 
ty problems. You are not going to 
be able to replace these apple 
trees and other crops overnight.” 



Pensioner Jenny Smith, whose 
parents once owned allotments at 
Barnett Wood Lane Allotments, 
said: “Let Merton College sell their 
bits and leave us alone. 

“It's been a way of life for me. When 
I look out of my bedroom window, 
there it all is. I can't imagine life 
without it. 

“It’s so nice to have fresh vegeta¬ 
bles. You can’t beat going into the 
garden, picking broad beans then 
going inside and cooking them.” 

She said she has planted wild 
flowers to attract bees as well as 
sunflowers, onions, raspberries and 
other vegetables. 


His wife Linda said: “Particu¬ 
larly elderly people are not going 
to have the heart to start again. 

“Have they got enough 
strength, heart and ability? The 
answer is no.” 

The public can attend the cam¬ 
paigners’ presentation and a 
response to it on Tuesday at the 
meeting, starting at 7pm, at the 
council chamber in Pippbrook, 
Dorking. 

But they will be excluded when 
councillors start discuss the 
developer’s plans because of 
concerns over commercial 
confidentiality. 

If the council enters into a de¬ 
velopment agreement at the end 
of this month then the decision 
will not be announced until mid- 
August due to requirements of 
the procurement process. 

Councillor Charles Yarwood, 
portfolio holder for communities 
and assets, said: “If the council 
decided to proceed, it remains 
committed to bring any new al¬ 
lotments up to a better or equal 
standard to the existing site.” 


Joy Playford, 88, said she would 
be forced to give up having an 
allotment if she loses her careful¬ 
ly tended plot of 26 years. 

Ms Playford, who cannot drive, 
said: “It’s a shame because I love 
it. I live nearby and it’s lovely that I 
can come up here because there is 
only me at home with the cats now. 

“I love growing things and you 
can meet everybody. It would be a 
shame to give it up.” 

Her allotment is beside an air raid 
shelter converted into a shed and 
she said badgers, who apparently 
like sweetcorn, sometimes visit.

‘Hobby house’ story 
goes around world

A New York newspaper has 
taken speculation about the 
mystery “hobby house” in 
Epsom to a whole new level, by 
making the ridiculous sugges¬ 
tion that it might contain ra¬ 
dioactive uranium. 

McCann’s estate agents, 
based in Epsom High Street, 
put up a listing on its website 
for a three-bedroom, semi-de¬ 
tached house in Eastcroft 
Road, West Ewell, which is on 
sale for £337,950. 

While the website provided 
images of the front of the 
house and two of its garden, a 
fourth picture tab carried a 
statement saying “due to the 
owners hobby, we are unable 
to take internal photographs”. 

The cryptic statement creat¬ 
ed a Twitter frenzy with people 
wondering what secrets lie in¬ 
side the property that was 
picked up by a New York news 
website. 

The New York Daily News 
website stated: “Does it involve 
uranium? Speculation is rife 
over what mysterious hobby 
prevented real estate agents 
from showing a home’s interi¬ 
or in an online ad...” 

It asked readers “just what 
goes on behind closed doors?” 


and said that what is inside the 
property is “the question on 
everyone’s bps in Surrey”. 

It states: “Yes, it looks per¬ 
fectly normal from the outside, 
but it’s what’s going on inside 
that has Twitter all atwitter.” 

A reporter from this newspa¬ 
per visited the house last 
Thursday. From the outside 
there was nothing to suggest it 
was anything but a normal 
house - although the curtains 
were drawn downstairs and 
there was no for sale sign. 

The silver-haired owner who 
answered the door insisted 
there was “nothing to hide” 


inside and said he has no idea 
why people were intrigued. 

He did say that it related to a 
“personal hobby”, but was 
“nothing structural”. 

He added: “There’s nothing 
to see. It’s nothing to do with 
anyone else.” 

Another man, who was look¬ 
ing round the property while 
the Epsom Guardian’s re¬ 
porter spoke to the owner at 
his front door, emerged from 
the property and said: “There’s 
really no story here”. 

An article about the house on 
our website attracted 9,000 
readers last Friday.

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Nurse suspended over behaviour 


A nurse who verbally abused 
dementia sufferers, argued 
with colleagues and allegedly 
“displayed no insight” into 
why her behaviour was a con¬ 
cern has been suspended for a 
year. 

Daniela-Florina Mysllinj 
was suspended last month at a 
hearing of the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council (NMC), 
after a string of alleged inci¬ 
dents at Warrengate nursing 
home, in the Warren, 
Kingswood, where she worked 
between June 2012 and Febru¬ 
ary this year. 

The NMC heard there were 
concerns relating to Ms Mys¬ 
llinj’s “behaviour, attitude 
and nursing practice” while

working at the home, which 
provides nursing care for 40 
elderly people, many of whom 
have dementia. 

It said that in October 2012 
she allegedly verbally abused 
a resident and “argued with 
another member of staff in 
front of a resident”, and in 
January 2013, she reportedly 
“called a dementia patient 
‘stupid’ in front of other pa¬ 
tients”, which she did not 
deny, and “appeared not to 
understand why this be¬ 
haviour was inappropriate”. 

According to the NMC, Ms 
Mysllinj also failed to follow 


basic hygiene and safety pro¬ 
tocols and, in one case, left a 
multiple sclerosis patient 
with 12 puncture marks on 
her skin after taking blood 
“causing her considerable 
distress”. 

A report of the hearing stat¬ 
ed: “It is alleged that Ms Mys¬ 
llinj displayed no insight 
into why this was a matter for 
concern.” 

The NMC said that the 
nurse was finally dismissed 
from Warrengate after she 
made a duplicate entry for a 
medicine on a patient’s record 
which could have resulted in 
other staff giving the patient 
an overdose of it. 

It concluded: “An interim 


order is necessary on the 
grounds of public protection 
and an order would be in the 
public interest. 

“There is a risk of repetition 
and consequent risk of harm 
to patients.” 

Mr Vandellen, representing 
Ms Mysllinj, argued that the 
nurse believed that issues 
arose because Warrengate 
was poorly managed, with 
many staff members having 
been dismissed and an in¬ 
stance when the police had to 
be called. 

The report stated Mr Van¬ 
dellen claimed: “There was 
personal animosity towards 
Ms Mysllinj from the home’s 
manager and some of this was 


related to an inspection by the 
Care Quality Commission 
when she did her duty and 
told the inspection of her 
concerns.” 

He said that after being dis¬ 
missed Ms Mysllinj worked at 
Tadworth Grove Residential 
and Nursing Home, in the Av¬ 
enue, Tadworth, where there 
had not been repetition of 
any of the issues arising at 
Warrengate. 

But the NMC decided that 
given “the serious allegations, 
which are wide-ranging, 
attitudinal and relate to 
basic nursing care”, a year¬ 
long suspension would be 
“appropriate, necessary and 
proportionate”.

No disorder at the bar: Pubs praised for absence of booze crime 


Eleven bars in Epsom and 
Ewell have won awards for not 
having any alcohol-related in¬ 
cidents in the last year. 

In a ceremony at the town 
hall earlier this month 11 es¬ 
tablishments were recognised 
with the awards - part of crime 
prevention scheme Pubwatch. 


As the authority responsible 
for licences, Epsom Council 
works with the police to moni¬ 
tor premises, and, if an alco¬ 
hol-related incident happens, 
they work with the licensee to 
address the issues. 

The awards were given to 
premises which required no 


intervention measures to ad¬ 
dress alcohol-related disorder 
in the last year, ending in May 
2013. 

The landlord or manager 
must have also been in place 
for three months and must 
have attended at least half of 
the monthly Pubwatch 


meetings in the previous year. 

Councillor David Mayall, 
chairman of the licensing com¬ 
mittee, said: “We are reviewing 
our statement of licensing poli¬ 
cy this year, but the awards 
will still be very much be part 
of the policy.” 

The pubs and bars which 


received awards were the As¬ 
sembly Rooms, Bar XLR, Boo¬ 
gie Lounge, Epsom Common 
Working Men’s Club, the Mar¬ 
quis of Granby, the Hogsmill 
Tavern, the Jolly Coopers, Slug 
and Lettuce, the Station Inn, 
Acorn 30, and Ye Olde Kings 
Head. 
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Then and now: How the tree has deteriorated since 
it was planted only last month 

Emily’s tree is dying 


The tree planted last 
month to commemorate 
the suffragette who ran 
out in front of the King’s 
horse at the Epsom Derby 
100 years is itself close to 
death, it has emerged. 

Concerned residents con¬ 
tacted the Epsom 
Guardian after seeing the 
snake-bark maple tree, 
planted in the grounds of 
the Old Cottage Hospital, 
in Alexandra Road, 
Epsom, where Emily Davi¬ 
son died, looking limp and 
with dry, yellow leaves. 

They believed it was 
dying because it had not 
been watered in the hot 
weather, but Mike Ford, 
chairman of Epsom’s Tree 
Advisory Board (Tab), 
which is responsible for 
the tree’s upkeep, said it is 
suffering from verticilli- 
um wilt - which is caused 
by a problem with the 
tree’s root system not tak¬ 
ing to the soil in which it is 
planted. 

Mr Ford said he had 


watered the tree with a 
“couple of gallons” a day 
ever since it was planted 
and that he was now also 
adding fertilising poultry 
pellets in a bid to revive it. 

He said: “It is really dis¬ 
appointing because of the 
tree’s connotations. 

“Some people have been 
concerned it is like this 
through neglect, but I have 
not done 19 years on the 
board as chairman to let 
that one die. 

“I am doing my best to 
save it.” 

Mr Ford said he was 
“50/50” on whether the 
tree would survive. 

He said: “The tree officer 
hopes the pellets will have 
an effect. But every time I 
look at it, it seems to be 
getting worse.” 

He said Tab would moni¬ 
tor the situation in coming 
months and that a replace¬ 
ment of the same type 
would be planted in 
November, if necessary, in 
different soil. 


Changes to recycling bins 


More families can put all their 
plastics and cartons in black 
recycling bins as the council 
makes changes to recycling 
across Epsom. 

But concerns have already 
been raised that the wheelie 
bins are not big enough. 

One resident asked: “Has the 
council given a thought to how 
quickly this black bin is going 
to fill with the latest addi¬ 
tions? 

“Quite frankly a fortnightly 
collection is not enough.” 

A council spokesman said it 
was rolling the recycling 


changes out across Epsom by 
September and would monitor 
the situation going forward. 

He said: “Based on recycling 
levels at the moment, it was 
decided there was satisfactory 
space in bins for plastics, as 
long as they were washed and 
squashed.” 

People are asked to only 
start recycling all plastics and 
cartons when a label is stuck 
on their black bin.

The selection process for a 
piece of public art to com¬ 
memorate suffragette Emily 
Davison has flown in the face 
of the very principles of 
democracy she fought for, ac¬ 
cording to angry residents. 

The Epsom Guardian re¬ 
vealed last week that Mary 
Branson’s concrete ellipse de¬ 
sign has been selected as the 
artwork to commemorate 
Davison, who died after run¬ 
ning out in front of the King’s 
horse at the 1913 Epsom 
Derby, despite attracting the 
least support in a public vote 
on six proposals, held in May. 

Ms Branson’s design, which 
would be aligned so the setting 
sun would appear in its centre 
once a year, on the day Davi¬ 
son died, attracted just 30 
votes, but was selected by the 
judging panel consisting of 
Councillor Clive Woodbridge, 
two Surrey artists and a rep¬ 
resentative from UCA Epsom. 

Coun Woodbridge said the 
public vote was only ever 
meant to be a guide. 

But Adele Rowe said: “Why 
are we left with the undemo¬ 
cratic decision? 

“To choose a design that 


gained so few votes seems 
extremely foolhardy and com¬ 
pletely against Emily Davi¬ 
son’s belief in the justice of 
equal rights.” 

She said the chosen design 
would “only make real sense” 
for a few minutes once a year 
and a design more in keeping 
with Davison’s “life, ideals 
and death” should have been 
chosen. 

Heather Francis said: “The 
irony is it has gone against the 
very principles the suf¬ 
fragettes stood for. Why were 


the public even consulted if 
our votes were not going to be 
the final decision?” 

But this week Coun Wood- 
bridge said the irony would 
have been not asking the pub¬ 
lic to comment at all. 

He said: “While the vote was 
taken into account it would 
not have been responsible to 
use it as the only measure. 

“Maybe there is a valid point 
that if you are going to have a 
vote, perhaps it should be the 
be all and end all, but in this 
case it was not. 


“We are talking about art¬ 
work that was limited by the 
information that could be dis¬ 
played to the public.” 

He said they did not want a 
statue or anything representa¬ 
tive and hearing about the 
symbolism of Ms Branson’s 
design, her personality and 
previous experience, the 
judges chose her unanimously. 

A display on the winning 
work is on show at the 
Ebbisham Centre along with a 
box to pledge money to help 
pay for the £35,000 sculpture.

Council to give out grants 
to revitalise shop fronts 


Epsom Council is targeting 
shop fronts in need of a 
makeover in a bid to boost the 
borough’s economic vitality. 

The shop front improvement 
scheme aims to help shop own¬ 
ers, tenants and landlords to 
improve the external appear¬ 
ance of their premises through 
“modest grants match funded 
by the applicants themselves”. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The objective is to improve 
business frontages including 
shops, commercial businesses 
and social enterprises in the 
retail hubs of Epsom, Ewell 
and Stoneleigh as a means of 
supporting the growth of busi¬ 
nesses, enhancing the local

environment and raising the 
appeal of these retail centres.” 

The scheme will focus on 
renovating and decorating 
shop fronts, creating new shop 
signs and preserving shops’ 
historical features. 

A civic investment fund offi¬ 
cer, who will carry out the role 
in Epsom and Elmbridge, has 
already spoken to a number of 
landlords in the borough, but 
no grants have been given out. 

The spokesman said that all 
applications under the scheme 
will be “assessed on an individ¬ 
ual basis” and that grants will 


vary, but, generally, 75 per cent 
of the eligible cost of a project 
will be funded by the council, 
although this could increase to 
90 per cent in exceptional 
cases. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, 
chairman of the strategy and 
resources committee, said: “As 
well as brightening up these 
areas, the aim of the scheme is 
to provide a more pleasant en¬ 
vironment for both the local 
population and visitors. 

“We are targeting properties 
with shop fronts that are in the 
greatest need of improvement 
and that will bring about a 
significant positive impact 
to the areas - this includes 


preserving and enhancing the 
special characteristics of the 
conservation areas. 

“The council hopes that the 
scheme will contribute to stim¬ 
ulating business and con¬ 
sumer confidence, thereby 
encouraging further inward 
investment.” 

The scheme was launched 
last month and no shop fronts 
have been improved. 

Asked about progress on ap¬ 
pointing a town centre manag¬ 
er - an iniative agreed early 
last year - a council 
spokesman said the process 
was “ongoing”.

Epsom Council is asking for 
residents’ views on a new 
scheme that would see it 
charging a levy on develop¬ 
ers in the area which would 
then be used to fund 
community infrastructure 
projects. 

The council is in the pro¬ 
cess of introducing a com¬ 
munity infrastructure levy 
(CIL), a charge that local 
planning authorities can 
choose to charge on certain 
new developments in their 
area to raise funds to help 
pay for other local infras¬ 
tructure schemes, such as 
improvements to roads, 
schools and open spaces. 

A council spokesman said 
that the CIL will allow the 
council to set its own priori¬ 
ties for what the money 
raised should be spent on, 
allow it to plan ahead more 
effectively, give developers 
greater certainty from the 


start about how much money 
they will be expected to 
contribute, and will make 
the system more transparent 
for residents as the council 
will report on what it 
has spent the levy on each 
year. 

The CIL, which has been in¬ 
troduced by the Government, 
will not apply to affordable 
housing or site-specific in¬ 
frastructure, which will 
continue to be covered 
under existing legislation - 
known as section 106 
money. 

The council is asking resi¬ 
dents to comment on its pre¬ 
liminary draft charging 
schedule, which is the first 
step in setting up the CIL. 

The consultation will be 
open for comments until Au¬ 
gust 19.

Bogus taxi driver is 
jailed for two years

A man who tried to pass himself 
off as a black cab driver has 
been jailed for two years. 

Terence O’Leary, 51, of 
Stoneleigh Broadway, Epsom, 
was spotted in January driving a 
black cab in London with forged 
identifiers - displayed on a stick¬ 
er inside all black cabs with the 
licence details of the driver. 

He was arrested and police 
found a forged taxi driver’s li¬ 
cence and three forged taxi driv¬ 
er’s badges when they searched 
his home address. 

While he was on bail, informa¬ 
tion was received by the police 
that O’Leary was trying to hire a 
taxi from a company using a li¬ 
cence that appeared to be forged 
and he was again arrested. 

O’Leary, who has never been a 
licensed taxi driver, appeared at 
Kingston Crown Court earlier 
this month and was jailed for 
two years for nine offences 
under the Fraud Act. 

The five-month investigation 
into the offences was led by the 
Metropolitan Police’s safer 
transport command (STC), in

partnership with Transport for 
London’s (TfL) taxi and private 
hire directorate. 

Helen Chapman, TfL’s general 
manager of the directorate, said 
it welcomed O’Leary’s sentence. 


She said: “It is a stark re¬ 
minder that the only way to be¬ 
come a legitimate taxi driver is 
through hard work and dedica¬ 
tion by passing the world fa¬ 
mous Knowledge of London.” 

Siwan Hayward, TfL’s acting 
director of community safety, 
enforcement and policing, said: 
“Fraudulent activities that put 
the travelling public at risk or 
undermine the legitimate and 
law-abiding taxi trade will not 
be tolerated.” 

Neighbouring Mole Valley 
Council released a statement 
this week that said it has “rigor¬ 
ous checking and licensing pro¬ 
cedures” in place to assure 
people are hailing or ordering 
properly licensed and regulated 
taxis. 

It said it was making the com¬ 
ments following “a number of 
recent public safety incidents in 
other districts”. 

Councillor James Friend said: 
“Our advice is to make sure you 
check for the roof sign and reg¬ 
istration plate before getting 
into a cab and, don’t forget, pri¬ 
vate hire cars are not licensed to 
pick up passengers on the street 
- they must be booked ahead.”

An 89-year-old veteran charity 
fundraiser who was knocked 
down by a car has thanked the 
women who came to his rescue. 

Ron Higginson, from Stoneleigh, 
described as a “wonderful man” 
and “fabulous character” who has 
raised money for Princess Alice 
Hospice for 21 years, rang the 
news desk to pass on his thanks to 
the good Samaritans who helped 
him after the accident in North 
Cheam on July 5. 

He suffered head, chest and 
breast bone injuries when he was 
hit while he was walking to the 
bank. 

Several women rushed to his aid 
after the accident as he crossed 
London Road in North Cheam en 
route to Barclays at 9.25am. 

He said: “It’s a mystery to me 
where this car came from. While I 
was on the floor the ladies came 
and helped me and kept my spirits 
up. 

“I would like to say thanks to the 
ladies who helped me.” 

Mr Higginson was taken to St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting and 
stayed there three nights. 

He said: “When I got to hospital 
the doctor told me how lucky I 
was. The head injuries were quite 
bad, but not bad enough.” 

Mr Higginson said when he fi¬ 


nally went to pick up his car he 
found he had been fined £100, or 
£55 if he pays straightaway, for 
leaving his car parked on diagonal 
white lines in Church Hill Road 
around the corner from the bank. 

He said: “All I needed to do is go 
to the bank, but I never made it 
back. That’s why the car was there 
a long time. I didn’t know you 
couldn’t park on those lines.” 

In May Mr Higginson took part 
in an eight-mile charity walk, the 
Towpath Trundle, for the 21st year 
in a row. 

He completed the walk for his 


cancer just before the first ever 
walk in aid of Princess Alice Hos¬ 
pice. 

After the walk Julie Thomas, 
event manager at the hospice, 
said: “It was great to see lots of 
new faces, but it is even more spe¬ 
cial to welcome back long-term 
supporters like Ron.” 

In the run up to the event his 
niece Shirley Robson-Smith, from 
Crawley, said Mr Higginson goes 
for a walk every morning, does his 
own housework and plays in a 
band. 

Ms Robson-Smith said: “He’s the 
most wonderful man.”

She said: “When you’re work¬ 
ing together, it doesn’t matter 
if you’re a man or a woman, 
but women do think in a differ¬ 
ent way. 

“Girl power is good. I’m very 
proud. I think men like to 
maintain tradition and don’t 
welcome change, but I’m more 
flexible, my attitude is ‘let’s 
try it and see’. 

“Women are good at thinking 
outside the box.” 

Mrs Caiger is arranging for a 
range of guest speakers to ad¬ 
dress the club to enable it to 
learn more about the area in 
varied ways. 

She said: “I’m trying to 
bring ERC into the 21st cen¬ 
tury. I want to raise its pro¬ 
file in the community and 
bring the community back 
into ERC.

I read with concern last week’s 
article (Winning design came 
last in the public vote, July 11). 

What has happened to uni¬ 
versal suffrage in Epsom and 
Ewell? 

To choose a design that 
gained so few votes seems ex¬ 
tremely foolhardy - and com¬ 
pletely against Emily 
Davison’s belief in the justice 
of equal rights for men and 
women that led her to cam¬ 
paign for universal suffrage.

If the public vote was a piece 
of market research done for a 
business, they would never se¬ 
lect the design that the voters 
put last. It would not make 
sense to produce a product that 
so few people wanted. 

If one wanted to use emotive 
language, you could say the 
small judging panel had cho¬ 
sen the design the people of the 
borough hated. 

There may be reasons why 
the panel might not want to 
choose the top design, but why 


not choose one of the top 
three? These scored 119, 116 
and 96 votes altogether so a 
large majority of the voting 
public liked one of them. 

Why are we left with the un¬ 
democratic decision of a gang 
of four - two artists, Councillor 
Woodbridge and a representa¬ 
tive of UCA Epsom? 

I can appreciate the interest¬ 
ing concept behind Mary Bran¬ 
son’s concrete ellipse, but 
other artists also made good 
written cases for their designs. 

Why can we not have a 


memorial that more clearly re¬ 
flects Emily Davison’s life, ide¬ 
als and death? 

Can we not have a memorial 
that the millions of people 
passing the roundabout each 
year can appreciate each day? 

A permanent memorial that 
much more clearly identifies 
with Emily Davison? 

Several of the designs did do 
these things, but Mary Bran¬ 
son’s design does not.

Where is Nork? That is the 
question many people ask 
on hearing the name - even 
those who live just a few miles 
away. Perhaps this is because 
Nork is a leafy maze of public 
footpaths and quiet suburban 
roads with large family homes. 

This could explain why 
such an attractive village, so 
close to Banstead, remains 
relatively unknown. 

At its heart is a small 
parade of shops in the centre 
of Nork village, where you can 
buy anything from a haircut to 
a cup of tea. 

Sue Langridge, who works 
at Mrs Smith’s Tea Room, in 
Nork Way, said: “People usually 
say ‘Nork? Where’s that?’ 

“They are surprised how 
close it is to Banstead but how 
little you know about it.” 

There are only a few 


dozen shops, but the range is 
diverse from beauty salons and 
restaurants to newsagents and 
dry cleaners. 

The Children’s Trust 
charity shop, which has 
been there 11 years, plays an 
important part in the close- 
knit community. 

And a family-run furniture 
store next-door Something 
Special even proclaims itself to 
be Banstead’s best kept secret. 
The unusualness of the place 
is epitomised by a large plant 
pot containing a minature palm 
tree and flowers standing in the 
middle of the pavement. 

At the other end of Nork 
Way is a the Nork Community 
Centre, with its curved white 
roof, situated between playing 
fields and a playground. 

Nork Park then stretches 
away. The park is part of the 


grounds of the old Nork House 
estate, which contains the 
remains of the Colman family 
mansion - a family whose 
fortune was built on mustard. 

It also contains chalk grassland 
where rare flowers and plants 
grow. 

Although there is a CCTV 
network up at the parade, Nork 
gives the impression of being a 
safe, sleepy place. 

The number of young 
children walking home from 
nearby school alone, adds to 
this sense of security. 

Listening to their happy 
chatter beneath the leafy 
boughs in the sunlight 
you might be forgiven for 
imagining that one of them 
might follow in the footsteps 
of Nork’s most famous son the 
comedian and Little Britain 
star David Walliams.

Sunny weather predicted to bring out more buyers 


House sales still on the up 


Estate agents have seen monthly 
house sales increase to levels not 
seen since 2009, building on wider 
positive trends emerging from the 
property market. 

The latest figures from the 
National Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA) housing market 
report revealed another monthly 
increase in the average number of 
sales made by NAEA members. 

Average sales increased from 
nine per branch in April to 10 in 
May. This follows a continued rise 
from the beginning of the year, 
where in January the number of 
sales reported by NAEA 
members was only seven per 
branch. 

The NAEA also revealed a 14 
per cent rise in the average 
number of house hunters 


compared with last year’s figures 
- up from an average of 274 per 
branch in May 2012 to 313 in May 
2013. This is in addition to a 
month-on-month improvement, 
up from an average of 310 in April 
2013 and 286 in March 2013. 

The average number of first¬ 
time buyers has dropped from 23 
per cent in April to 20 per cent in 
May, which suggests more still 
needs to be done to help this 
section of the market. 

The supply of properties also 
saw a slight decrease from 61 
average properties for sale per 
branch in April to 60 in May, 
possibly due to the record sales 
figures in recent months. 

Mark Hayward, managing 
director of the NAEA, said: 
“These really are encouraging 


figures. Serious house-hunters 
are continuing to enter the 
market and are intent on buying. 

“The current low lending rates 
have created attractive conditions 
for those with sizeable deposits 
who are thinking of buying or 
moving home. The story is 
reversed for first-time buyers 
though with figures down on last 
month, suggesting that there are 
still issues surrounding access to 
finance for this group. 

“We are hopeful that this 
positive trend will continue, with 
the sunny weather likely to bring 
even more house hunters to the 
market; plus if banks continue to 
compete on rates and offer 
increasingly attractive deals, 
savvy homebuyers may find their 
options in the market increase.”

Vauxhall's cutting-edge 
Ampera extended-range 
electric vehicle (E-REV) rolled 
into UK Vauxhall showrooms 
last year, boasting the benefits 
of all electric power, with the 
usability of a conventional car, 
writes Philip Shoulder. 

Capable of travelling 
between 25-50 miles on 
battery power, after which a 
petrol engine intervenes to 
generate up to another 310 
miles of range, freeing it from 
the usual limited range of 
electric only cars. 

The exterior looks futuristic 
with a dramatically styled nose, 
swept back headlights and 
high sided flanks. 

Step aboard and you're 
greeted with an equally 
striking, futuristically styled 
interior. Two LCD screen are 
nestled in the dash: one 
showing speed, mileage, 
remaining battery charge and 
driving efficiency, the other 
displaying the breakdown of 
electric/petrol consumption 
and overall mp, in addition to 
infotainment and ventilation 
settings. 

All Amperas get 17-inch 
alloy wheels, electric wind¬ 
ows, climate control, DAB 
and Bluetooth as standard. 

Both the front and back has 
supportive well shaped 
chairs, although the T-shaped 
battery running along the 
floor means Ampera is strictly 
a four seater. The 300 litre 
boot is a tad shallow, 
although the large hatch 
aperture allows good access 
and the rear seats fold to 
reveal a useable 1,005-litre 
load area. 

Ampera glides away almost 
silently, apart from a slight 
turbine-like whine. If there's 


charge in the battery, all you 
can hear is some road noise in 
the otherwise ultra quiet cabin. 

There's an almost 
imperceptible switch to range 
extender mode, where the 
petrol engine fires up to supply 
charge to the battery. 

Handling and steering feel 
isn't that involving, but 
Ampera always feels 
secure, remaining stable 
and gripping well without 
much roll. Comfort is 
impressive too: the 
smooth ride only 
occasionally getting 
fidgety at lower 
speeds. 

Ampera delivers its 
best economy when 
deriving power from 
its batteries only, so 
will be ideal for daily 
commutes of up to 
50 miles. 

Vauxhall claim a 
combined 235.4 mpg, 
although this will drop 
considerably on journeys 
completed solely in petrol 
range extender mode.
